Bulgars Rout Rumanian Invaders 
WOMEN STORM NEW YORK MILK STATIONS 


FORGE WHICH CROSSED 
DANUBE PRACTICALLY 
WIPED OUT, IS CLAIMED 


(BULLETIN) 


Berlin, October 5.—(Via London)—The Rumanians are re 


treating in Transylvania, in the region of Bekokten, north of Fog- 
eras, and »lso on both sides of the Stroll Valley, in the vicinity of 
Hatzeg, the war office announced today. 


London, Oct. 5.—The bold invasion of Bulgaria by Rumanian 


troops which crossed the Danube hear Rahovo in the rear of the 
main battle line in Oobrudja has ended most disastrously for the 
invaders according to Sofia, their force being scattered and vir- 
tually wiped out. 


To combat the Rumanians, who apparently were from 12,000 


to 16,0d6 strong, but declared to be without artillery, the Bulgari- 
ans sent troops from Euitchnk and Tnrtukai, on either side of the 
point of crowing. Caught between the two forces, the Rumanians 
are said to have made for the pontoon bridge which they 
found 


destroyed by Austrian monitors. 


Berlin's official announcement says that the invading 
force 


broke in disorder and that yesterday the Bulgarians were engaged 
in completing its destruction.

affords me a very great pleasure 
to take advantage of an invita- 
tion that has been offered on this 
occasion to address you. I want to 
ssy to start that I have great con- 
sideration for the man 
with a 


family that earns a living ;by the 
sweat of h» brow. I have every 
sympathy for a man in this condi 
tion of life because I was born 
in a home where all of us worked 
"and worked hard, and having been 
•raised in that kind of an environ- 
ment I want to assure you that I 


'. have great sincerity for the labor- 
| ing class. 


I have 'been criticised to some 


great degree because I was not 
present as your representative to 
vote upon the last bill of legisla- 
tion that was put through con- 
gress. I refer to what ia common- 
ly known as the Eight Hour Law 
affecting some of the employee! 
of the railroad company througn- 
out the United States. I was net 
present on that occasion although 
I had every opportunity in the 
world to be there. The House in 
its progress with the work of this 
session completed its work about 
one month before the Senate. A 
week after the House was through 
1 stayed in Washington. One day 
the Bepublicau floor leader, James 
II. Mann, made a statement to the 
members of the House that there 
wufi no further use for them to re- 
main in Washington. Kitchin, 
(lit Democratic leader, 
followed 


:lnm and advised tho Democratic 
membors of the Houae that they 
could go to their honiei. 
Well, 


we nil went to the train aa «oon 
as we could 'because we were all 
tired and anxious to get 'back to 
our work. Before we left we had | 
a meeting; I mean the delegation 
from the state of Ohio met all the 
trainmen who were 
present ia

from 
Ohio.

«as ;i groat deal of speech mat 
ing nnd they were given every op- 
portunity to explain their meet- 
ing in that city. I recall one man 
making a speech; I remember I 
interrupted him. I asked.him to 
nuke his statement clear as it was 
all new to me; I wanted to knov. 
v.hat it was they all wanted from 
congress. When I refer to every 
Member present I mean the train- 
men. They said, 
whatever you 


tlo, we do not want congress to 
put its hands upon this matter. 
We do not want congress to arro- 
gate to itself the arbitrary power 
of making laws for us. It was as 


told you; conditions 
change.'! 


and after a while it became appar- 
ent that congress was going to 
arrogate to itself to make laws 
affecting these trainmen.

I have had occasion to talk to 


five trainmen and some of then 
live in your own city and they 
condemned the law worse than I 
could tell you. I.do not believe 
it was good because as this Ohio 
trainman said to me at that meet- 
ing that I have referred .^to, I do 
not believe that .any 
congress 


ought to arrogate itself the right 
to make a law that tells you how 
long you shall work and the price 
you shall be paid. When yon do 
that yon bind the hands and feet 
of the laborers of this country. 
You take from them the right to 
be men; you take from them the 
right to sell at the highest price 
their products and I mean by their 
products their labor. I want to 
tell you I would not stand for any 
aw that would say to me you can- 
not make a contract with your 
clients. I do not want congress 
to say that I shall have ten dol- 
lars or five dollars for a certain 
piece of work; that is my business 
and I do not 'believe that any con- 
grew would take the power to say 
I will make a law and you must 
abide by it. 
When you do this 


you place in servitude every man 
throughout the country and there- 
fore I am greatly opposed to any- 
thing that will take from you your 
contract rights. 


Gentlemen, I am in hearty ac- 


cord with labor. 
I said -before 


that I sympathize with you from 
the very depths of my heart,- and 
when I say you, I mean every man 
in this nation. But I have been 
told that my opponent has told 
you that if you,elect him to con- 
gress to represent you in the low- 
er house that he will dp anything 
that you may ask of him. Gentle- 
men, if you an wanting that kind 
of a man, don't vote for me be- 
cause I can not make a promise 
of that kind. 


I cannot be your obedient ser- 


vant because I do not know what 
you are going to ask me to do and 
[ want to say to you gentlemen, 
;hat if I made you a proposition 
of that kind I would despise my- 
self as being a villain. I am not 
saying that he is. I am saying 
that i£ I would make you a propo- 
sition of that kind I would despise 
myself a* being a villain. I cannot 
make a promise to you or any one 
when I do not know what you 
want. Could you have confidence 
in a man when he says, whatever 
you will ask of me I will do it. 
If you are wanting that kind of 
a man I want, to warn you now 
and in language as emphatic, as I 
can use, don't vote for me. 


However, if I should bo return- 


jd to congress, and I know .1 have 
a very intense desire, 1 would wish 
of you that you would keep me 
informed just what you want am! 
if, after 1 have given the matter 
thorough study no one would cad 
a more favorable vote than I, and 
if I should como to the honest 
conclusion that you were wrong 
I would 
vote against you. So 


don't vote for me thinking that 
I urn going to be the obedient s>/r- 
vant of any one. If 1 am to rcp- 


I efttUenf* any man to point 


out cue instance where I e>at a 
vote against labor. I cannot un- 
derstand. I remember there was 
one oeeasion when we had a direct 
vote upon that. It was known a» 
the Moreltnd "rider" to an ap- 
propriation bill. 
I have forgot- 


ten just how many employees of 
the government live in Washing- 
ton. But it is said some of them 
do not work more than five, tix 
and seven hours • day. And Mr. 
Moreland introduced this bill that 
would compel every man to spend 
at least eight Hours at his plat's 
of business. That w«i the mini- 
mum; 
there was 
no maximum. 


Under the leader to this bill there 
was no objection made to a man 
•working ten, twelve or fourteen 
hours, but under their arrange- 
ment every employee would have 
been compelled to work at least 
eight hours a day. I investigated 
that as closely as I could. I talk- 
ed to a number of employees; they 
worked some days five hours, but 
some day* twelve and fourteen. 


When the work in congress was 


completed they went to their van 
ous homes. 1 am saying if a man 
works only five hours a day »t 
ordinary employment perhaps it 
isn't enoughj perhaps eight hours 
would not be too much to spend 
in office work. These men were

that some days they would not 


avc-to work five hours and they 
ere given a certain salary. After 


they have left their homes, given

The railroads claim that this

Congress promised them if this 
was true they would increase the 
freight rates and passenger rates 
throughout the United States.

twenty-five 


hundred men out here working nt 
the steel mill; there were men

Why didn't they take you 
ill into account? Why didn't the 
legislature pay for it all? I im 
afraid that this is a legislation 
that the men themselves will de- 
nounce worse than any one eho. 
I am afraid that they do not want 
it and 1 am afraid it is opening up 
a field of legislation, avenues of 
legislation' that will lead to an 
end that I cannot see and you 
cannot sec. 


If the legislature of this nation 


has the right to pass a law saying 
how much yon shall receive for 
your.labor,.and the conditions un- 
der which you shall work and the 
numl/er of hours, then it has a 
right to say to every man just 
how many hours 
his

shall work him and how much he 
shall pay him. There is no end to 
such legislation. The congress of 
the United States broke

as I said before if it is carried 
through it will tie the hands and 
feel of every laboring man in this 
country.

year one that will ruin your bus- 
iness, dfstrov your manhood, one

That ii the 
reason I am afraid that this law- 
is dangerous. I am not criticising 


any one for this; the man was hon- 
est and thought he was doing 
right, but I am afraid. 


Let me jiut give you a little 


passage. It is a logical conclusion 
and it i* (or the result of lueh leg- 
islation as this and I would not 
criticise any man for asking. In 
case of military necessity to make 
contracts with sueh portion of the 
railroads of the country as may be 
required for military use and to 
separate them for military pur- 
poses with authority to the mili- 
tary service of the United State 
such train crews and the officers 
as the eireumatances require fo 
their ufe and efficient use.

The most absorbing account of the tremendous drive the allies 


have been carrying on for weeks, on the western front, is to be 
found in the London Observer of September If, 
which c.-ne to 


The Times exchange desk, but two or three days ago. 


It is commonly accepted over here that the censorship over 


the British press is so tight that scarcely anything of importance, 
pertaining to the war, is published. Either this is a mistake, or 
the Observer has a wonderful prcsencience in 
interpreting 
both 


what has happened and what is going to happen, if the plans of 
the English and French commanders succeed. The story of what 
occurred on the Somme, up to the date mentioned, is told vividly 
and what operations were going to take place is told with an ac- 
curacy altogether uncanny, seeing how the forecasts have, been 
identically verified Jby what has since transpired. 
According to 


the Observer there was division in the German war. councils, im- 
mediately preceding the beginning of 
the drive, Falkenhayn de- 


manding more men for the west and Hindcnbnrg 
insisting 
on 


I more battalions for the cast. It would seem Hindenburg got what 


he wanted, so he was able to bring the Kussians almost to a pause, 
font Falkcnhayn has not been sufficiently strengthened to keep the 
lilies 'back and slowly, but rcmorsely, they ar; creeping forward. 
And if the Observer fortells as accurately of Bapaume and 
IV 


ronne as it did why and how Thiepval and Combles 
would 
fall, 


their end is simply a matter of days. 


Having guessed so much it does not necessarily follow the 


Observer is able to foretell all, but its story of what is going on 
along the Somme is brightly illuminating as well as intensely in- 
teresting because it reveals so much to the perplexed mind that 
has no idea of strategy and the peculiar phases of it in an entire- 
ly new kind of warfare. Ouc can feel after reading it that as the 
campaign proceeds he can gain a definite idea as to what result 
it foretokening.

In a general way it will he interesting to note that Ihe Ob- 


server sees no immediate termination to the war. though '•onfidcni 
there can be but one end to it. The opinion i> otl'ered by it tliai 
the campaign in southeastern Europe will he one of counter vic- 
tory and reverse, but in the end superior numbers and endurance 
will tell and the two main Central powers be securely bottled up.

We'll quite agree the present, structure isn't modern, 
that it affords no protection whatsoever against the destruction of • 
valuable records by fire and theft, that it does in no wise com- 
mensurate to the dignity and'wealth the county has taken on. We 
escort the visitor around .town and puff and swell with the showing 
of our streets, factories and school houses, but we keep him away 
from the west end if SUth street, lest he may point to an - ancient 
shack and inquire:"What building is that!" and we will have to 
shamefacedly confess it is the court house.

THE STORY OF THE SOMME 


The most absorbing account of the tremendous drive the allies 


have 'been carrying on for weeks, on the. western front, is to be 
found in the London Observer of September 17, .-which came to 
The Times exchange desk, but two or three days ago. 


It is commonly accepted over here that the censorship over • 


the British press'-is so tight that scarcely anything'of importance, 
pertaining to the war, is published. 
Either this is a mistake, or 


the Observer has a wonderful presencienee in interpreting both 
what has happened and what is going to happen, if the plans of 
the English and French commanders succeed. 'The'story of what 
occurred on the Somme, up to the date mentioned, is told vividly 
and what operations were going to take place is told with an ac- 
curacy altogether uncanny, seeing how the forecasts have been 
identically verified by what haa since transpired. 
According to 


the Observer there was division in the German war councils,' im- 
mediately preceding the 'beginning of the drive, Palkenhayn de- 
minding more men for the west and Hinden'burg 
insisting 
on 


more battalions for the east. It would seem Hindenburg got what 
he wanted, so he was able to bring the Russians almost to a pause, 
but Falkenhayn has not been sufficiently strengthened to keep the 
allies 'back and slowly, but remorsely, they ar9 creeping forward. 
And if the Observer fortella as accurately of Bapaume and Pe- 
ronne as it did why and how Thiepval and Combles 
would 
fall, 


their end is simply a matter of days. 


Having guessed so much it does not necessarily follow the 


Observer is able to foretell all, but its story of what is going, on 
along the Somme is brightly illuminating as well as intensely in- 
teresting because it reveals so much to the perplexed mind that 
has no idea of strategy and the peculiar phases of it in an entire- 
ly new kind of warfare. One can feel after reading it that as the 
campaign proceeds he can gain a definite idea as to what result 
it foretokening.

'lie campaign in southeastern Europe will be one of counter vic- 
tory and reverse, but in the end superior numbers and endurance 
''ill tell and the two main Central powers be securely-bottled up.
